All independent claims are proposed to be amended so that they recite a new part (c), which can be aldicarb, oxamyl, fenamiphos, 
fosthiazate or metam sodium. Although this new feature for the independent claims was originally claimed as an optional additive in 
dependent claims 27 and 57, said dependent claims were limited in that they only applied to their base claims 1,21,31 and 51 - in other 
words, the features of dependent claims 27 and 57 were not previously examined in combination with all the other dependent claim 
features. For example, combination of any one of claims 22-26, 28-29, 52-74 + new part (c) were not presented before and were not 
completely examined before. Further, proposed claims would have the effect that dependent claim 73 would now read on an orally 
administered drug that contains pesticides and dependent claim 74 would now read on an injectable drug that contains pesticides. New 
matter, descriptive support (possession) and/or enablement issues would be raised. For any one of these reasons, applicant's after-final 
amendment is deemed untimely and will not entered.
